HOW CANADA 

IS GOVERNED 

(continued from preceeding issue) 

HE^JUDIciai7COMMITTEE OF 

THE PRIVY COUNCIL OF 
ENGLAND 

With the constitution and proced¬ 
ure of the courts of laws of England 
Canadians have no direct connection. 
Justice is administered in their own 
courts, which have full jurisdiction 
over all matters of Canadian concern 
and the king is in theory as much 
present in Canadian as in English 
courts. But over the empire there 
is one great court of appeal, to which 
appeal can be made in cases of im¬ 
portant controversy and doubt. 

The origin of this court, called the 
judicial committee of the privy coun¬ 
cil, must be sought in the fact that 
even after the formation of the re¬ 
gular courts out of the great coun¬ 
cil of the sovereignsome of the judi¬ 
cial powers still reai fa-i 

cial powers still remained and were 
exercised in the great council of the 
sovereign. 

The great council became divided 
into the house of lords, which still 
has a remnant of its judicial powers 
in being the final court of appeal for 
most cases arising in th.' United 
Kingdom and the privy coAgLThis 
latter was eventuall:, divi^^^Htinjo 
comnUtL?e^ o r ‘e 
one'is the judicial con.nyttee. It is 
now regulated by statute and is 
composed of the lord high, chancel¬ 
lor and other legal functionlaries who 
must all be members of £he king’s 
privy council. 

Since 1897 Canada has been direct¬ 
ly represented in this high tribunal 
by the chief justice of the supreme 
court of Canada, who is ajmember of 
the judicial committee ani the other 
great colonies are also similiarly re¬ 
presented . 

CHAPTER IV 

NATURE OF IMPERIAL CONTROL 
OVER CANADA 

With these explanations of the 
leading principles of the supreme go¬ 
vernment of the empire, I come now 
to explain to my readers in what 
manner, and to what extent this im¬ 
perial government can and does ex¬ 
ercise authoriy or control over this 
dependency of Canada. 

The following principles and met¬ 
hods of precedure may be laid down 
as governing the relations between 
the Imperial and dominion govern¬ 
ments. 

THE GOVERNOR-GENERAL 

The king as the head of the execu¬ 
tive authority of empire, acts through 
a governor-general. It is thro the 
governor-general that all communi¬ 
cations between the imperial and the 
Canadian government must pass. 

When the Canadian parliament re¬ 
quires legislation that properly falls 
within the jurisdiction of the imper¬ 
ial parliament, addresses to the king 
are passed by the former body, set¬ 
ting forth the nature of the legisla¬ 
tion desired—such as an amendment 
to the British North America Act of 
1867, which is an imperial statue, 
and can only be amended by the same 
authority that made it. 

This address is forwarded by the go¬ 
vernor-general with such remarks as 
are necessary, to the secretary of 
state to the colonies.

Saskatchewan Rams 
Now Being Graded 
By Expert Judges 


Many Applications From Prom¬ 
inent Breeders Received m 
By Association 


The Saskatchewan Sheep Breeders’ 
Association has initiated the scheme 
of grading rams, leading the way in 
this work in Western Canada. That 
the scheme is being approved of by 
the breeders is evidenced by the fact 
that the secretary of the association 
has received applications for the 
grading of 330 pure-bred rams, in¬ 
cluding applications from all the well 
known breeders in the province, and 
covering animals of all the leading 
breeds, such as Shropshires, Ox¬ 
fords, Liesters, Suffolks, Rambouil- 
let and Southdowns. 

The grading is being done .by Pro 
fessor G. W. Woods of the Manitoba 
Agricultural College, one of the best 
known sheep judges in Western Can¬ 
ada, noted for his careful and con¬ 
scientious work. He will be assisted 
in the southern part of the province 
by Mr. J. H. Ross, of the Provincial 
Livestock Branch, and in the north¬ 
ern part of the, province by Mr. W. 
S. Benson, of the Animal Husbandry

Scott Summerfield, merchant and 
farmer of Dtindern, Sask. , has been 
carrying on experiments in wheat 
culture with the object of producing 
a new variety that will meet season¬ 
al conditions without losing the vir¬ 
tue of the standard varieties now be¬ 
ing grown. He has succeeded in pro¬ 
ducing one variety that has heads six 
inches long and yields a heavy, gol- 
den / colored berry which he hopes will 
fill some of the requirements he is 
aiming for. This wheat this year 
yielded grain that weighs 64 pounds 
t© the measured bushel. Mr Sum- 
merfield”s wheat fields are always 
the envy of the Dundurn farmers. 
He states that he secures his results 
by sowing only one bushel to the acre 
believing that a larger quantity is too 
much. One bushel per acre for 

planting is now being advocated by 
scientific farmers in England. 


Six farm schools will be in oper¬ 
ation in Alberta during the coming 
winter. These schools are main¬ 
tained by the provincial government 
and are intended to teach scientific 
farming under real farming condi¬ 
tions. Special attention is given to 
animal husbandry.

FALL TREATMENT FOR 

STRAWBERRY PLANTS 

Strawberry plants should now re¬ 
ceive a liberal supply of water, and 
immediately after the ground is fro¬ 
zen and no chance of thawing out be¬ 
fore spring, mulch the patch with 
short straw or litter about six inches 
deep, which should not be removed 
until plants have started to make 
growth in th e spring. 


FALL TREATMENT FOR 

RASPBERRY PLANTS 

Remove all old canes and protect 
the tips of this year’s growth by bind¬ 
ing them to the ground, covering 
them with earth to weigh them down. 


FALL TREATMENT FOR 

RHUBARB PLANTS 

Give a good watering and cover 
plants with well rotted manure to a 
depth of at least six inches. 


A USEFUL HINT 

Prepare soil, and store in cellar un¬ 
til spring, when it will come in dany 
for starting- a few early Tomatoes, 
etc. 


Alberta Coal 

There is sufficient coal in the 
Drumheller field, Red River valley, 
Alberta, to last the trade for 500 
years, according to estimates. The 
output of the 25 mines in operation 
there to-day will reach 1,400,000 tons 
this year, an average of 225 loads 
per day; and wages paid will exceed 
$4,000,000. Thirty thousand acres 
have been filed on by the mining 
companies. The coal is distributed 
by the Canadian National Railways 
throughout the prairie provinces as 
far east as Winnipeg.

Seed Grain For 1922 

Reports from many parts of Sas¬ 
katchewan that grain is germinating 
in the stooks owing to the long spell 
of wet weather are causing some an¬ 
xiety as to the supply of seed of a 
high germinating quality for the next 
sowing, and Hon. J. A. Ma-harg, 
provincial Minister of Agriculture, is 
having a questionable sent to all the 
crop correspondents of the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture to ascertain how j 
much of the grain yet unthreshed has j 
been affected and the probable quan¬ 
tity of wheat from early threshing 
still held in the farmers’ granaries. 

Mr Maharg is also securing from 
the Saskatchewan Co-operative Ele¬ 
vator Company information as to how 
much of the wheat the company has 
in store in its elevators, and every 
effort is being made^to secure all the 
information available at the earliest 
possible date so as to prevent any 
possibility of a shortage of good seed 
next spring. The minister under¬ 
stands that while the store of grain 
in the country elevators is small, the 
farmers are already taking steps to 
acquire a supply of good seed where 
it is available, and that in some cases 
they are making arrangements to' re¬ 
turn grain already delivered by them 
to the elevators, or to purchase such 
wheat rather than depend upon that 
which is to.be threshed. 


Dr Seager Wheeler has experiment¬ 
ed with 300 varieties of wheat on his 
farm at Rosthern, Sask. He brought 
the seed from every part of the globe 
where the cereal is grown. His arrm 
crop of Red Bobs this season is yield- 
ding 38 bushels per acre. 


Federal Elections 

Tuesday December 6 

Otawa, Oct. 7 (Canadian Press).—■ 
Tuesday, December 6, was officially 
announced this afternoon as voting 
day for the general elections. Nom¬ 
inations will be made on November* 
22 and Parliament is being summoned 
to meet January 17, 1922. Sir James 
Lougheed. acting bead of the gov¬ 
ernment, made the announcement in 
the absence of Premier Meighen. 


There are nearly 500 fur farms in 
Canada. The value of the breeding 
stock, chiefly silver foxes, on these 
farms at the end of last year was 
$4,632,605 Sales of fur bearing ani¬ 
mals in 1920 amounted to $745,021 and 
pelts sold brought $383,835.
